Iin|)ostors in Florida ? They are 
scarce as straw hats in Iceland. 
Vigilance on part of deaf people, 
with the cooperation of the |>olicc 
authorities, has made i)ossible the 
amelioration ot the menace to busi 
ness and society. Kspecially is it 
noticeable in Jacksonville since a 
notice of warning received promi- 
nent si)ace in the Jacksonville y^w;- 
?ia/ of F'ebruary 19th: — 

"There arc some people goinp around 
pretrndiriK they are deaf, and dumb, to get 
Iho people's sympathy for money. 

"The deaf-mutes of the rity strictly op- 
pose this act and wish the people would 
ignore imposlers and turn them down when 
they api)ear at anyone's door. 

"All the deaf-mutes here have work and 
are independent people, We have a very 
nice Bible clas.s at the First Haptist church 
every Sunday morning. 

"Wc would appreciate it if the people 
would ai<l us in stopping this practice of 
'ini posting'. 

"VVc ask you officers to look out for the 
imposters. In case you can't find out 
whet-her they really are deaf and dumb or 
faking, bring them to the Bungalow Gro- 
cery ift Walnut Street and Kast Twenty 
first Street. They can determine there if 
they are dumb or not." 

This letter was signc<l by N. K. 
Harris and James Douglas. 

The party responsible for the 
anti-impostor propaganda is to be 
congratulated upon their task to nc- 
(luaint hearing folks in Jack.sonville 
with the facts how to distinguish 
im|iostors from genuine deaf peoi)le, 
and furthermore to guard themselves 
against the snares of fakers.
